/^:r%  /"  ORTH  CAROLINA  is  more  than  a  collection  of  three  million  people 
V_J/"Tv/o)  living  within  certain  prescribed  geographical  borders.  Her  natural 
^~^  resources,  bountiful  as  they  are.  do  not  constitute  her  true 
greatness.  The  uses  to  which  these  resources  have  been  put  more  nearly  tell  the 
story  of  the  State's  remarkable  advancement  in  recent  years;  but  back  of  this 
lies  the  keynote  of  it  all:  The  spirit  that  moves  our  people  to  action.  Without 
such  a  spirit,  this  State  could  never  have  reached  the  point  where  she  challenges 
the  best  efforts  of  honest,  industrious  and  enlightened  men  and  women  of  all 
sections  of  the  United  States  and  enjoys  a  unique  distinction  throughout  the 
civilized   world. 

First  of  all,  North  Carolina  has  a  background,  the  study  of  which  is 
inspirational,  certainly  to  her  own  people,  who  have  endeavored  to  uphold  the 
best  traditions  of  an  honored  past.  Her  present  achievements  furnish  encourage- 
ment: her  future,  unless  all  well-founded  calculations  have  been  based  upon  a 
misconception  of  facts,  offers  opportunities  sufficient  to  be  shared  with  others 
who  may  sec  the  wisdom  of  taking  up  their  abode  here. 

North  Carolina's  progress  has  never  been  marked  by  what  is  commonly 
known  as  a  "boom."  Her  people  have  chosen  a  different  path  to  permanent 
development,  preferring  rather  to  build  on  solid  and  sure  foundations.  This, 
I  sincerely  believe,  has  been  done.  The  gains  we  have  made  are  substantial  and 
there  can  be  no  retrenchment.  We  have  consolidated  thqse  gains  and  organized 
our  efforts.  The  thought  of  turning  back  does  not  present  itself.  Nor  is  the 
State  going  forward  blindly  and  without  taking  stock  as  she  goes  along. 

It  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  message  to  those  who  shall  read  this  book 
to  chronicle  in  detail  the  advantages  North  Carolina  enjoys  and  offers  to  share 
with  those  who  accept  our  invitation  to  live  among  us.  This  would  be  a 
duplication  of  thought  and  effort.  As  the  State's  present  spokesman,  however. 
I  do  commend  to  your  earnest  thought  and  consideration  the  facts  which  have 
been    gathered   and   are   hereinafter   presented. 

The  history  of  North  Carolina  reveals  many  handicaps,  as  well  as  many 
accomplishments.  The  present  status  of  this  State  was  not  reached  without 
struggle.  Our  job  of  State  building  is  by  no  means  complete.  Hence,  we  still 
have  incentive.  We  are  not  resting  upon  our  oars  but  consistently  planning 
for  a   greater  future. 

North  Carolina's  most  notable  victory  and  that  which  commends  this 
State  to  others  is.  in  my  opinion,  that  which  we  have  won  in  the  realm  of 
education,  and  by  this  is  meant  education  in  its  broadest  sense  and  not  merely 
from  an  academic  standpoint.  However,  within  itself,  knowledge  is  power,  if 
directed  aright.  There  must  be,  and  has  been  in  North  Carolina,  a  sympathetic 
understanding  before  education  can  meet  the  needs  it  is  designed  to  meet:  and 
without  education  as  a  foundation-stone,   other  endeavors  are  doomed  to  failure 
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following  the  educational  renaissance  in  this  State,  there  was  quick  and  sur? 
development  along  other  lines.  North  Carolina  folk  have  always  been  cultured. 
Their  background  gave  them  that  heritage,  but  until  they  said,  with  a  fixed 
and  steady  purpose,  "There  shall  be  education  in  the  land,"  chis  culture  was 
merely   a  social  asset  and  did  not   solve  the  problem  of   happy   living. 

Following  the  educational  awakening,  which  has  caused  this  State  to 
spend  $35,000,000  a  year  on  public  education,  instead  of  less  than  a  million, 
which  was  the  case  at  the  beginning  of  the  century,  other  needs  were  realized. 
Thc  State  ventured  first  to  invest  in  more  and  better  schools.  That  done,  the 
people  were  pleased  almost  to  the  point  of  astonishment  to  realize  that  the  task 
had  not  been  as  difficult  as  it  had  seemed.  About  this  time  came  the  industrial 
revival.  Then  followed  the  good  roads  movement,  providing  for  approximately 
7.5  00  miles  of  dependable  highways  linking  every  section  of  North  Carolina 
and  tving  her  to  her  neighbor  States.  This  major  movement  incurred  no  hardship 
upon  the  masses.  While  nearly  $125,000,000  has  been  appropriated  for  good 
roads  by  the  State,  exclusive  of  Federal  aid,  the  money  will  be  paid  back 
through  a  system  that  does  not  call  for  one  cent  of  taxes  on  real  estate  or 
personal  property.  Neither  is  there  a  State  tax  on  real  or  personal  property 
for  public  schools.  That  form  of  revenue  is  left  to  the  counties,  while  the 
State  derives  her  income  from  a  just  and  equitable  system  that  calls  for  levies  on 
those  most  able  to  pay. 

North  Carolina's  manufactured  products  are  now  worth  considerably 
more  than  $1,000,000,000  a  year  and  her  agricultural  products,  including 
livestock,  well  toward  a  half  billion.  Her  farmers  are  now  diversifying  to  a 
greater  extent  than  ever  before  and  will  continue  to  do  so  in  the  future,  as 
they  capitalize  the  splendid  natural  advantages  they  enjoy. 

Her  adequate  recreational  facilities  are  drawing  thousands  of  tourists  into 
the  State  each  year  and  many  of  these  are  being  held  as  permanent  residents, 
once  they  realize  the  profit  and  enjoyment  of  being  here. 

Although  this  foreword  has,  of  necessity,  dealt  mostly  in  generalities, 
yet  the  outstanding  claims  of  North  Carolina  have  been  but  modestly  stated. 
Nor  have  they  all  been  presented  by  any  means.  The  purpose  of  this  publication 
is  not  to  entice  but  to  convince.  Hence,  the  figures  presented  throughout  are 
conservatively  stated. 

North  Carolina's  natural  advantages  have  been  supplemented  by  an 
effort  to  give  the  people  of  the  State  a  more  businesslike  administration  of 
public  affairs.  This  has  been  brought  about  through  appropriate  legislation 
looking  toward  a  coordination  of  governmental  agencies,  with  a  view  to 
reducing  operating  expenses  and.  at  the  same  time,  increasing  efficiency.  How- 
ever, every  effort  has  been  made  not  to  injure  or  otherwise  curtail  progress.  Our 
legislators,  although  they  have  sought  to  enact  laws  that  have  simplified  govern- 
mental operations  and  brought  the  State  to  a  point  where  she  lives  within  her 
income,  have  not  overlooked  the  fact  that  "the  body  is  greater  than  raiment." 
By  this,  it  is  meant  that  they  have  not  sacrificed  the  rights  of  the  people  in 
general  in  order  to  save  a  few  paltry  dollars,  which,  after  all,  are  but  the 
tokens  of   wealth  and  not  the  essence  of  it.

T  WAS  rather  surprising  the  other  day  to  discover  that  the 
third  State  in  the  Union,  reckoned  by  the  amount  of 
Federal  taxes  paid  in  1927-28,  is  North  Carolina. 

Of  course  New  York  with  its  huge  metropolis,  Illi- 
nois with  its  Chicago,  are  in  the  lead  because  of  the  capital 
in  those  great  cities.  North  Carolina  even  leads  Pennsyl- 
vania with  Philadelphia,  Michigan  with  Detroit  and 
California  with  Los  Angeles. 

But  we  had  all  been  accustomed  to  believe  that  North 
Carolina  was  rather  a  backward  place,  lucky  to  make  both 
ends  meet. 
We  hardly  realize  the  industrial  and  commercial  advance  of  the  South  till  we 
observe  North  Carolina. 

It  is  probably  the  oldest  of  our  English-speaking  communities,  because  the 
"Lost  Colony"  of  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  was  planted  in  1584  on  Roanoke  Island. 
The  disappearance  of  that  colony  is  one  of  the  most  romantic  of  New  World  mysteries. 
One  of  the  most  striking  facts  about  the  State  is  that  only  about  three-tenths 
of  one  per  cent  is  foreign  born.  It  is  one  of  the  most  American  of  the  American 
communities,  made  up  of  English,  Scotch  and  German  original  settlers. 

It  is  claimed  that  it  has  no  labor  problems,  and  that  is  probably  a  contribut- 
ing cause  to  its  great  industrial  prosperity. 

It  is  probably  the  principal  State  which  does  not 
owe  its  success  to  a  great  city.  It  has  many  flourishing 
cities  but  none  of  them  are  very  large.  Possibly  its 
great  water  power  contributed  to  this. 

They  seem  to  realize  the  advantage  of  good  roads 
for  in  seven  years  they  have  spent  more  than  a  hundred 
million  dollars  for  highways.  There  are  good  automo- 
bile roads  throughout  every  county. 

Few  know  that  an  educational  institution  destined 
to  be  the  largest  and  richest  in  the  world  is  located  in 
North  Carolina.     There  are  many  other  colleges. 
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Do  you  realize  that  this  State  is  second  only  to  Massachusetts  in  textiles,  that 
it  makes  more  cigarettes  than  any  other  in  the  world,  that  it  has  the  largest  leaf 
tobacco  market  and  has  the  greatest  of  all  aluminum  reduction  plants? 

North  Carolina  textile  mills  produce  approximately  one-sixth  of  the  entire 
United  States  output. 

It  has  no  crime  waves  and  has  the  lowest  per  capita  prison  population  and 
the  highest  birth  rate  in  the  United  States. 

It  has  the  climate  of  the  Mediterranean,  yet  contains  the  highest  mountain  in 
Eastern  America. 

If  anybody  wants  a  place  not  only  to  make  money  but  to  enjoy  life  and 
bring  up  his  family  he  should  consider  North  Carolina. 


Thriving  Villages  are  Seen  on  Every  Hand  in  North  Carolina 
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State  Dedicated  to  Service 

ORTH  CAROLINA'S  bid  for  consideration  as  "a  good 
place  to  live"  is  not  based  upon  the  mere  possession  of 
natural  resources.  Its  chief  claim  lies  in  the  fact  that  these 
resources  are  being  developed  with  a  view  to  human  service. 
This  State  has  dedicated  its  fortunes  to  the  happiness  of 
mankind,  through  service,  and  upon  this  basis  it  extends 
the  hand  of  welcome  to  those  contemplating  a  change. 

As  great  as  they  are,  the  State's  physical  assets  can 
not,  within  themselves,  bring  happiness  or  contentment. 
No  attempt  has  been  made  to  over-emphasize  purely 
material  things;  but  our  people  do  rejoice  in  the  fact  that 
they  have  been  able  to  coordinate  and  conserve  these  re- 
sources and  convert  them  into  better  living  conditions,  and 
that  through  a  spirit  of  cooperation  we  have  been  able  to  make  substantial  gains 
along  all  lines. 

North  Carolina's  present  is  silhouetted  against  a  background  of  which  none  of 
its  people  need  be  ashamed.  It  was  settled  by  those  who,  having  come  here  because 
of  the  opportunities  this  new  land  afforded,  were  willing  to  make  sacrifices,  if  neces- 
sary, to  attain  the  worth  while  things  in  life.  Although  conditions  have  not  always 
permitted  large  expenditures  for  public  education,  yet  the  cultural  side  of  life  has 
never  been  neglected.  When  conditions  permitted, 
therefore,  our  people  were  willing  to  make  the 
necessary  investments  that  now  cause  this  State  to 
stand  out  preeminently  among  its  sister  Common- 
wealths as  an  "educational  State."  With  its 
awakening  to  its  vital  educational  needs,  the  State 
took  on  new  life  altogether  and  a  season  of  mater- 
ial development  followed  that  has  taken  us  from 
a  mediocre  position  and  brought  us  to  the  fore- 
front. Briefly  stated.  North  Carolina's  progress  is 
based  upon  a  will  to  do  rather  than  material 
wealth,  which,  we  believe,  is  being  used  as  a  means 
to  an  end  rather  than  a  basic  virtue.  We  all  rejoice 
in  our  advancement  because  it  has  been  achieved 
through  what  we  conceive  to  be  proper  motives, 
rather  than  at  the  expense  of  others.

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Climate,  a  Prime  Factor

able climate.  There  is  a  vast  difference  betvircen 
climate  and  weather.  The  former  is  a  fixed 
condition,  reckoned  in  terms  of  years,  while  the 
latter  is  a  temporary  factor.  Climate  has  a 
vital  bearing  on  permanent  things,  such  as  crops, 
pleasure,  and  conditions  in  general,  while 
weather  merely  indicates  whether  it  was  warm 
yesterday  or,  perchance,  whether  it  will  be  raining  tomorrow. 

The  State's  annual  mean  temperature  ranges  from  48.4  degrees  in  the  moun- 
tains to  63.4  degrees  on  the  coast.  This,  quite  naturally,  has  an  important  bearing 
upon  agriculture  and  also  upon  the  physical  comfort  of  the  people.  The  last  killing 
frost  in  the  trucking  section  occurs  a  month  earlier  in  the  spring  and  a  month  later 
in  the  fall  than  in  the  extreme  altitudes  of  the  West. 

The  annual  mean  temperature  for  the  mountain  region  as  a  whole,  is  55  degrees. 
Clear  skies  prevail  for  a  great  portion  of  the  time  and  tornadoes  are  practically  un- 
known. Yet  the  rainfall  is  amply  sufficient  for  agricultural  needs  and  good  crops 
abound.  These  conditions  not  only  are  conducive  to  agricultural  success  but  make 
Western  North  Carolina  the  natural  playground  of  eastern  America.

The  Piedmont  also  enjoys  what  is  officially  termed  in  the  records  of  the  United 
States  Weather  Bureau  an  "admirable  climate."  This  section,  with  its  fertile  soil, 
its  waterpower  and  its  other  natural  resources  which  are  fostered  by  favorable  cli- 
matic conditions,  extends  from  the  mountains  to  the  coastal  plain. 

Coming  to  the  coastal  plain  we  find  climatic  conditions  still  favorable  to 
comfort  and  to  the  advancement  of  agriculture  and  other  beneficial  endeavors. 

In  no  section  of  North  Carolina  do  we  find  extreme  conditions.  Wide-spread 
disasters  are  practically  unknown.  The  loss  of  human  life  from  these  has  been 
negligible. 
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Health  Essential  to  Happiness 

ORTH  CAROLINA  carefully  guards  the  health  of  its  people. 
Without  reciting  the  tedious  processes  that  brought  the  State 
Board  of  Health  to  its  present  proportions  and  standards  of  effi- 
ciency, it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  State  is  now  spending 
nearly  a  half  million  dollars  annually  to  promote  this  adminis- 
trative branch  of  government  which,  in  turn,  cooperates  to  the 
m  ,a  fullest    degree    with    county    and    municipal    health    authorities 

^  *  throughout  the  State. 

^  -      -  Preventive   measures   have   been   promoted   and   the   prime 

object  of  North  Carolina  from  a  health  standpoint  is  to  make 
dreaded  diseases  impossible  through  the  application  of  modern 
scientific  methods.  It  is  considered  far  better  to  give  detailed 
study  to  conditions  among  school  children  than  to  wait  and 
treat  them  as  physically  delinquent  adults. 

North  Carolina's  birth-rate  is  the  highest  in  the  Union.  Its  death-rate  has 
been  steadily  reduced  during  recent  years  until  it  is  now  among  the  lowest.  This 
has  been  brought  about  through  a  constant  effort  to  improve  health  conditions  and 
should  stand  out  as  an  accomplishment  of  no  small  importance. 

Through  cooperation  with  the  State  Board  of  Health  municipal  water  supplies 
all  over  the  State  are  kept  pure  and  poor  sanitary  conditions  are  not  allowed  to 
exist  in  any  community. 

The  make-up  of  North  Carolina's  popu- 
lation is  more  than  ninety-nine  and  one-half 
per  cent  native  born  American.  Advantages 
resulting  from  this  are  reflected  in  the  everyday 
life  of  the  people. 

From  the  above  paragraphs  it  is  to  be 
readily  concluded  that  two  important  factors 
have  played  a  vital  part  in  making  North 
Carolina  a  healthy  place  in  which  to  live — 
favorable  climatic  conditions  and  ceaseless  en- 
deavors looking  toward  the  banishment  of 
diseases  that  can  be  prevented,  or  minimized 
through  sanitation  and  an  enforcement  of 
health  regulations. 
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North  Carolina  Provides  an  Abundance  of  Recreational  Parks  for  Her  Children 
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Contagious  Diseases  Outlawed 

N  IMPORTANT  accomplishment  in  connection  with  North 
Carolina's  effort  to  promote  health  among  the  inhabitants 
of  the  State  is  the  fact  that  typhoid  fever,  for  example, 
has  been  reduced  to  a  point  where  it  is  almost  unknown. 
This  was  brought  about  largely,  of  course,  through  the 
employment  of  preventive  methods.  Other  infectious 
and  contagious  diseases  have  been  reduced  in  proportion, 
including  small  pox,  diphtheria,  malaria  fever  and  num- 
erous other  maladies  which,  under  conditions  that  for- 
merly existed,  were  prevalent  in  nearly  all  sections  of  our 
country  and  took  a  tremendous  toll.

HILE  North  Carolina  is  giving  serious  thought  to  the 
development  of  her  resources  and  her  people  are  ener- 
getic in  carrying  on  their  business  pursuits,  yet  they 
enjoy  themselves  and  find  time  for  recreation,  the 
facilities  for  which  are  w^ithin  easy  reach  of  all,  no 
matter  in  what  section  they  live. 

North  Carolina,  unlike  States  less  favorably 
located,  is  filled  with  beauty  spots,  most  of  which 
are  natural  or  else  have  been  constructed  by  pressing 
natural  resources  into  service.  Good  roads  have  all 
but  eliminated  distance  between  points  of  interest  and 
it  is  now  possible  to  travel  nearly  600  miles  along 
one  single  paved  route  that  takes  the  traveler  from 
the  coast  to  the  Georgia  line,  through  every  grand 
division  of  the  State.  From  points  along  this  particular  route  one  may  see  the 
broad  expanse  of  the  waters  that  wash  the  shores  of  North  Carolina;  he  may  view 
the  fertile  coastal  plains,  behold  the  smoke 
from  hundreds  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  the  Piedmont  and  admire  the 
scenery  in  the  mountains  of  the  west.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  all  this  may  be  done  in 
one  day,  as  has  been  demonstrated.  While 
this  system  of  hard-surfaced  and  other 
dependable  highways  has  been  constructed 
at  a  cost  of  nearly  $150,000,000,  includ- 
ing Federal  aid,  for  the  promotion  of  trans- 
portation in  general,  none  has  derived 
greater  benefit  than  the  seeker  after 
beauty. 
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From  the  Mountains  to  the  Sea  Beauty  Spots  Abound  in  North  Carolina 
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A  Natural  Playground 


T  can  be  said  without  boasting  that  North  Carolina 
is  easily  the  "playground  of  Eastern  America."  It 
is  not  dependent  upon  its  mountain  scenery,  as 
beautiful  as  that  is,  but  can  point  out  recreational 
centers  in  all  sections  of  the  State.  On  the  east, 
of  course,  is  the  Atlantic  Ocean  with  its  beaches 
and  consequent  hotel  resorts  and  the  deep-sea  fish- 
ing it  affords.  Inside  the  famous  bars  along  its 
coast,  on  one  of  which  is  located  the  far-famed 
Cape  Hatteras,  is  a  system  of  sounds  unparalleled 
in  America  for  size  and  recreational  purposes.  To 
the  prospective  visitor  to  North  Carolina  it  may 
be  information  that  it  has  an  ocean  frontage  of 
301  miles. 

One  does  not  actually  have  to  be  on  the  water- 
front to  enjoy  the  playground  advantages  of  East- 
ern North  Carolina,  for  inside,  many  miles  from 
the  coast,  arc  beauty  spots  and  recreational  centers 
that  are  available  the  year  round — spots  untouched 
by  severe  weather,  except  in  rare  instances,  and 
where  extremely  low  temperatures  are  unknown. 
The  Piedmont,  also,  is  a  section  where  outdoor 
life  has  many  charms  and  up-to-date  recreational  facilities  abound,  regardless  of  season. 

In  the  West,  in  addition  to  the  other  scenic  sections,  is  the  new  ten-million-dollar  Great  Smoky 
Mountains  National  Park,  the  eastern  half  of  which  lies  wholly  within  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 
Standing  sentinel  to  the  east  of  the  boundaries  of  this  park  is  the  monarch  of  eastern  mountains, 
Mitchell  Peak,  which  rises  to  an  altitude  of  6,711  feet.  This  is  the  highest  bit  of  ground  east  of 
the  great  Rocky  Mountains  and  it  has  as  its  companions  in  the  network  of  mountains  surrounding 
it  two  score  peaks  rising  6,000  feet  or  more  above  sea  level. 

Across  the  State  flow  rivers  of  great  magnitude,  which  are  used  for  both  recreational  and  utili- 
tarian purposes. 

Thus,  we  have  a  panoramic  view  of  North  Carolina  as  a  place  of  natural  beauty. 
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North  Carolina  is  Rich  in  Natural  Playgrounds  for  the  Year  Round

"  HESE  inland  sounds  to  which  reference  has  been  made 
cover  3,600  square  miles.  Bays,  lakes  and  numerous 
navigable  rivers  add  to  the  State's  scenic  charm. 

Not  only  is  the  State  favored  with  coastal 
sounds  and  with  several  of  the  largest  purely  inland 
lakes  in  eastern  America  that  had  their  origin  in  the 
dim  past  and  are  the  handiworks  of  nature,  but  it 
also  has  mountain  lakes  of  no  mean  magnitude. 
Pamlico,  Currituck  and  Albemarle  sounds  on  the  east 
are  nationally  known  for  boating,  swimming  and 
other  aquatic  sports,  while  White  Lake,  Lake  Wac- 
camaw  and  other  inland  bodies  have  excited  admira- 
tion on  the  part  of  thousands  of  visitors  and  are 
scenes  of  outings  for  parties  who  engage  in  boating 
and  swimming  for  many  months  in  each  year. 
In  the  West,  nestled  among  the  mountains,  we  have  Lake  Lure,  Lake  James, 
(7,500  acres)  and  Tahoma  (3,500  acres),  which  have  attracted  wide  attention.  In 
addition  to  these,  there  are  numerous  other  smaller  mountain  lakes,  leaping  water- 
falls and  rippling  streams  abounding  with  game  fish  and  affording  pleasure  grounds 
for  lovers  of  the  great  out-of-doors. 

Shooting  on  the  sounds  of  the  east  is  a 
sport  engaged  in  not  only  by  North  Carolina 
people  but  also  by  visitors  from  all  over  the 
country.  Included  in  parties  visiting  these 
shooting  grounds  annually  might  be  mentioned 
the  names  of  persons  of  national  and  interna- 
tional reputation.  Both  streams  and  lakes  of 
North  Carolina  are  kept  stocked  with  fish  and 
under  new  regulations  governing  fish  and  game, 
every  safeguard  will  be  thrown  about  them,  in 
order  that  ethical  sportsmen  may  enjoy  them 
to  the  fullest  extent. 
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In  the  Distribution  of  the  Handiwork  of  Nature  North  Carolina  was  Lavishly  Blessed 
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Seashore  Resorts 

ORTH  CAROLINA  seashore  resorts  are  easily 
accessible  by  rail  and  highway.  These  include 
Wilmington,  Morehead  City,  Beaufort,  and 
other  points,  around  most  of  which  center  some 
of  the  quaintest  historical  traditions  of  North 
America.  This  naturally  arouses  the  interest 
of  the  student  of  history,  for  many  there  are 
who  are  interested  in  history  and  sports  also. 
In  this  section  of  North  Carolina  is  the  famous 
Kitty  Hawk,  where  the  first  successful  flight  was 
made  in  a  Wright  Airplane,  and  not  far  away 
is  Roanoke  Island,  where  the  first  child  of 
English  parents  on  the  North  American  conti- 
nent was  born. 

Some  of  the  most  modern  and  up-to-date 
vehicular  bridges  in  the  world  are  to  be  found 
in  Eastern  North  Carolina,  a  part  of  the  State's 
new  highway  system.  These  include  a  $600,000  bridge  across  the  Chowan  River, 
completing  intercoastal  highway  No.  30,  and  a  $750,000  concrete  bridge  extending 
from  Morehead  City  to  Beaufort  and  a  three-mile  causeway  and  bridge  over  Bogue 
Sound.

ATURAL  advantages,  without  any  pretense  at  artificiality,  have  made 
of  the  "Sand  Hill"  section  of  North  Carolina  a  logical  playground 
for  golfers  and  lovers  of  kindred  outdoor  sports.  Here  we  have  a 
climate  that  is  dry  and  even.  The  long-leaf  pine,  for  which  North 
Carolina  is  nationally  famous,  abounds.  Lakes  have  been  constructed 
for  bathing  purposes,  and  a  year-round  recreational  section  has  been 
developed.  Pinehurst  and  Southern  Pines,  known  among  sportsmen 
everywhere,  are  in  the  heart  of  this  attractive  section  and  reached  by 
rail  or  highway  without  difficulty.  If  the  trip  is  made  by  air,  the 
traveler  may  have  breakfast  in  New  York  and  lunch  in  Southern  Pines. 
Pinehurst  has,  for  example,  four  eighteen-hole  golf  links  located 
at  one  hotel.  There  are  also  polo  fields,  tennis  courts,  children's  playgrounds  and  other  recrea- 
tional accessories,  besides  ample  facilities  for  hunting  and  fishing  parties.  Trap-shooting  and  arch- 
ery are  provided  for,  also  horse-racing  and  air  excursions.  In  short,  this  section  affords  a  com- 
bination of  conditions  that  are  conducive  to  all  kinds  of  sports,  and  guests,  or  permanent  residents, 
have  the  benefits  of  good  schools  and  churches  of  their  own  faith,  whatever  that  may  be. 
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A  VARIETY  OF  Outdoor  Sports  are  Provided  in  the  "Sand  Hill"  Section 
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Far-Famed  Mountain  Region 

O  SECTION  of  Eastern  America  is  better  or  more 
favorably  known  than  the  mountain  district  of 
Western  North  Carolina,  familiarly  termed  "The 
Land  of  the  Sky."  There  was  a  time  when  this  sec- 
tion although  it  possessed  as  much  scenic  beauty  as 
it  does  today,  was  hard  to  reach  and  parts  of  it  were 
inaccessible,  due  to  poor  highways  or  none  at  all. 
This  handicap  no  longer  exists.  Every  part  of  this 
famous  mountain  region  is  now  on  the  highway  map 
of  North  Carolina,  and  in  the  place  of  trails  and 
muddy  lanes  great  paved  roads  have  been  constructed, 
at  a  cost  of  millions  of  dollars. 

The  scenic  and  recreational  advantages  of  "The 
Land  of  the  Sky"  are  so  numerous  that  a  detailed 
account  of  them  would  be  all  but  impossible,  especially  within  the  pages  of  one  book. 
Game  refuges,  camping  sites,  tourist  centers,  fishing  grounds  and  health  resorts  are 
to  be  found  throughout  the  entire  region,  with  enough  cities  and  large  towns  within 
driving  distance  to  satisfy  the  craving  for  the  "white  lights."  With  the  modern 
system  of  highways  that  permeates  these  mountains,  no  spot  is  isolated,  even  though 
there  are  havens  of  rest  at  frequent  intervals,  where  quiet  may  be  had. 

All  sports,  natural  and  artificial,  have  been  developed  to  a  high  degree  in  the 
mountain  region.     Permanent  residents  are  surrounded   by   schools  of   the  standard 
type,  by  churches  and  other  things  necessary  for  family  life.     Hunting,  fishing,  rid- 
ing,  boating   and   swimming  may   be  en- 
gaged in  by  the  tourist  or  the  permanent 
resident,   and  at  many  points  all  modern 
conveniences,    go    to   make    things   more 
attractive. 

For  health  purposes,  Western  North 
Carolina  meets  the  requirements  of  the 
most  delicate.  For  recreational  purposes, 
it  is  far  above  any  similar  section  in  the 
Eastern  half  of  the  country. 

The  Great  Divide  of  Eastern  America 
runs  through  Western  North  Carolina. 
On  one  side  of  the  Blue  Ridge  the  streams 
flow  toward  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  On  the 
other    side    they    wind    toward    the    great 
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Mississippi  basin.  Towering  peaks  and  majestic 
waterfalls  combine  to  add  to  the  other  natural 
charms  and  make  this  region  famous.  Gorges,  ravines, 
coves  and  "hollows"  greet  the  eye  of  the  visitor, 
while  great  natural  stone  monuments  lift  their  heads 
toward  the  sun-kissed  sky. 

In  this  mountain  region  are  the  great  Pisgah 
and  Nantahala  National  Forests  and  many  game 
preserves  maintained  by  the  State  Department  of 
Conservation  and  Development.  More  than  200,000 
enthusiastic  visitors  made  their  way  to  this  beauty 
spot  in  1927.  Camps  and  well-kept  hotels  add  to 
the  convenience  of  this  section  of  North  Carolina. 

Western  North  Carolina,  which  is  honeycombed 
with  hard-surfaced  and  other  dependable  highways, 
is  also  traversed  by  some  of  the  finest  railway  systems 
that  pass  through  the  South,  making  it  possible  for 
the  visitor  to  return  home,  no  matter  where  that  is, 
within  a  comparatively  short  time.

OMING  down  to  the  Piedmont,  that  section 
of  North  Carolina  lying  between  the  coastal 
plain  and  the  mountain  region,  we  see  an 
area  that  has  long  since  been  developed  to 
a  point  where  it  challenges  the  best  efforts 
of  any  section  of  the  United  States.  Nat- 
ural scenery  abounds  here  also,  and  linked 
with  this  condition,  we  find  resources  al- 
ready developed  and  others  awaiting  de- 
velopment. Traversed  by  great  rivers,  pent 
up  in  which  are  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
horsepower  of  potential  electrical  energy, 
this  region  has  long  since  become  a  great 
workshop,  affording  employment  to  thou- 
sands who  settled  there  to  enjoy  the  ad- 
vantages it  affords. 

From  one  end  of  the  Piedmont  to  the

pective permanent  resident  to  give  heed.  Farm  lands  are  cultivated  to  the  point  where 
they  supply  the  factories  and  homes  with  all  the  raw  material  needed.  Recreational 
facilities  abound.  Through  the  Piedmont,  too,  run  magnificent  hard-surfaced  high- 
ways, making  it  accessible  to  any  part  of  this  or  surrounding  States  within  a  few 
hours.  Living  conditions  are  wholesome  and  family  life  is  made  attractive  by  the 
natural  advantages  that  abound.  Here,  also,  are  found  some  of  the  best  schools  in  the 
State,  fine  churches  and  other  community 
centers  which  tend  to  bring  the  people  closer 
together.  Adjacent  to  the  progressive  towns 
and  cities  of  the  Piedmont  there  are  well- 
appointed  country  clubs,  golf  links  and 
other  features  to  delight  the  heart  of  the 
sportsman,  while  opportunities  for  hunting 
and  fishing  abound. 

Piedmont  North  Carolina  is  traversed 
by  one  of  the  nation's  newest  air  routes  and 
by  railroads  that  are  unexcelled.  In  fact, 
transportation  is  one  of  the  features  for 
which  it  is  famous.  Whether  those  who 
have  this  district  under  consideration  think 
of  it  as  a  place  to  visit  or  a  future  home, 
they  would  do  well  to  see  for  themselves 
the  advantages  it  offers.

HE  fertile  plains  of  Eastern  North  Carolina,  where  the  climate  is  mild 
the  year  round,  spread  in  splendor  before  the  eyes  of  the  visitor  as  he 
passes  through  this  section  of  the  State  and  furnish  food  for  thousands 
here  and  in  other  States.  From  this  garden  spot  many  northern  and 
eastern  tables  arc  supplied  with  early  truck  long  before  the  snows  have 
melted  in  more  frigid  regions.  The  strawberry,  for  example,  may  be 
eaten  by  the  easterner  as  he  looks  out  over  snow-clad  fields  and  hills, 
while  eastern  North  Carolina  basks  in  the  sunshine  that  made  these 
berries  available. 

Cotton,  corn,  soybeans,  all  kinds  of  truck  and  other  tempting 
edibles  are  raised  in  profusion  in  this  grand-division  of  North  Caro- 
lina, which,  although  culturally  and  traditionally,  is  like  any  other 
section,  enjoys  many  unique  distinctions.  Its  people  are  contented, 
happy  and  prosperous.  Good  roads  connect  every  community,  one 
with  the  other,  and  modern  school  houses  are  seen  on  every  hand. 
Rivers,  harbors,  inland  sounds,  already  referred  to,  and  fertile  soil, 
worth  many  millions,  are  characteristic  of  Eastern  North  Carolina 
and  all  contribute  toward  making  it  a  good  place  to  live,  where  com- 
munity, city  and  rural  life  is  attractive.  Here  may  be  seen  some  of  the 
most  gigantic  projects  in  the  way  of  bridge  building,  drainage  and  other  marks  of  modern  prog- 
ress. There  are  practically  no  waste  places  in  Eastern  North  Carolina  at  this  time,  and  as  progress 
advances  to  a  still  greater  degree  values  will  continue  to  rise,  as  they  have  since  the  educational 
renaissance  and  the  period  of  material  progress.

ALEIGH.  the  capital  of  the  State,  is  unique,  in 
that  it  was  laid  out  as  a  capital  city,  in  the 
midst  of  the  forests  of  Wake  County,  in 
1792.  Later,  the  first  capitol  was  built. 
This  was  destroyed  by  fire,  and  on  July  4, 
1832,  the  cornerstone  of  the  present  building, 
which  is  said  to  be  architecturally  perfect,  was 
laid.  The  cost  of  the  building  was  less  than 
a  million  dollars.     It  could  not  be  duplicated

The  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  the 
State  Schools  for  the  Blind,  white  and  colored, 
are  located  in  Raleigh,  also  the  magnificent  plant  of  the  North  Carolina  State  College 
of  Agriculture  and  Engineering,  in  which  the  State  has  invested  millions  of  dollars 
in  order  that  its  young  men  and  women  might  be  trained  for  service  along  practical 
and  wholesome  lines.

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Hunting  and  Fishing  in  North  Carolina 

USY  men  and  women  seek  diversion  from  the  stress 
of  the  strenuous  Hfe.  A  day  in  contact  with 
Nature  is  one  of  the  most  effective  tonics.  Not 
to  disappoint  the  out-of-door  enthusiast,  a 
proper  balance  of  Nature  must  be  maintained. 
When  one  mentions  ducks,  geese,  brant  or 
any  kind  of  waterfowl  anywhere  in  the  United 
States,  immediately  stories  are  told  of  Currituck, 
Ocracoke,  or  other  points  on  the  Carolina  coast. 
In  the  same  way,  wild  turkeys  suggest  the  Roa- 
noke river,  Chatham  County  and  other  sections 
of  the  State.  Quail  brings  to  mind  the  rolling 
uplands  of  the  Piedmont  region.  As  we  go 
westward  into  the  mountain  districts,  we  hear 
the  whirr  of  the  grouse  and  encounter  other 
typical  game. 

The    "big   game"    hunters   find    their   best 
"bags"  of  deer  and  bear  in  the  Coastal,  or  East- 
ern section  and  certain  mountain  sections  in  western  North  Carolina. 

The  swift  streams  of  the  mountain  region  are  nationally  known  for  their  trout 

and  small-mouth  bass,  and  the  more  slowly  running  creeks  and  rivers  of  the  eastern 

section  arc  among  the  best  large-mouth  bass  and  sunfish  grounds  in  the  country. 

The  sounds  of  the  coastal  region  abound  in  channel-bass,  bluefish,  sheepshead, 

sea  trout  and  striped  bass.    The  deep-sea  fishing  on  the  three-hundred-mile  coast  of 

the  State  offers  opportunity  to  land  king  fish,   Spanish  mackerel  or  even  the  much 

sought  for  tarpon. 

For   the  benefit  of  hunters  and  fishermen 

more  than  750,000  acres  of  land  in  North  Caro- 
lina have  been  set  aside  and   are  protected   by 

the  State  and  individuals  as  refuges  where  game 

can  multiply  and  spread  into  adjoining  territory. 

The    State    refuges    are    surrounded    by    public 

hunting    grounds,    where    gunning    is    allowed 

under  prescribed  regulations.    The  Conservation 

Department   also   maintains   six   fish   hatcheries, 

distributing  annually  upwards  of  9,000,000  fish 

in  streams  of  the  State. 

The  visitor  to  North  Carolina,  as  well  as 

the  resident,   is  assured  of  much  variety  in  his 

outing  and  sports  due  to  the  broad  range  of  the 

State's  climate  and  geographic  conditions.

EAUTIFUL  as  the  flora  of  North  CaroHna 
appears  to  the  visitor  or  resident,  it  is  in  no 
way  more  interesting  than  the  beauty  and 
variety  of  this  State's  166  kinds  of  trees. 

Besides  the  decorative  flowering  trees  and 
bushes  of  the  State,  such  as  the  tuHp  and  dog- 
wood trees,  the  wild  rhododendron,  azalea 
and  mountain  laurel,  equally  as  many  inter- 
esting timber  trees  occur  naturally  in  the  State 
as  in  any  other  of  the  Union.  These  trees 
vary  in  difl"erent  sections,  as  the  wide  range  of 
temperature  from  the  southeastern  sea  level  to 
an  elevation  of  nearly  7,000  feet  is  accompanied 
by  a  change  in  typical  trees,  from  the  palmetto 
of  Smith's  Island  through  the  gums  of  the  East 

and  the  world  famous  North  Carolina  long  leaf  pine  to  the  hardwoods  and  the  spruce 

of  the  mountain  ranges. 

No  branch  of  agriculture  has  been  more  strikingly  developed   than  horticulture 

and  North  Carolina  has  kept  pace  with  this  growth.

HE  wide  range  and  high  quality  of  fruits 
grown  in  North  CaroHna  were  made  evi- 
dent to  the  whole  country  as  far  back  as 
1910  when  this  State's  fruits  were  shown 
at  the  National  Horticultural  Congress, 
Council  Bluffs,  Iowa,  and  North  Caro- 
lina, against  keen  competition,  won  the 
Sweepstakes  Trophy  for  the  best  general 
collection  in  the  United  States.  At  this 
great  exhibition  there  were  fruits  from 
Canada,  Mexico,  and  from  the  Atlantic 
Ocean  to  the  Pacific — thirty-three  States 
in  all  competing.  Besides  this  champion- 
ship, North  Carolina  won  forty  blue 
ribbons  for  fruit,  the  greatest  number 
taken  by  any  State  in  the  Union.  Peach 
blossom  time  in  North  Carolina  rivals 
the  cherry  blossom  season  of  Japan  or 
Washington,  D.  C. 

Fruits  in  which  North  Carolina  excels,  include  apples,  peaches,  grapes,  straw- 
berries, blueberries,  dewberries  and  figs,  which  are  not  only  consumed  in  large  quan- 
tities locally  but  are  shipped  in  car  lots  to  distant  markets.

Diversity  in  Farming,  Cattle  and  Poultry  Raising  Have  enrichened  Our  Farmers 
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Cradle  of  Western  Civilization 

ORTH  CAROLINA  is  inseparably  connected  with  Sir 
Walter  Raleigh  and  the  beginning  of  the  English- 
speaking  Republic  in  the  New  World.  He  formu- 
lated plans  for  exploration  and  settlement  in  America 
in  1584  and  sent  an  expedition  which,  on  July  4 
of  that  year,  landed  on  what  is  now  North  Carolina 
soil  and  took  possession  of  the  new  land  in  the  name 
of  Queen  Elizabeth.  The  expedition  camped  on  Roa- 
noke Island,  made  friends  with  the  natives  and 
received  glowing  impressions  of  the  land  and  the 
people.  In  September  it  reembarked,  taking  two 
native  Indians,  Mantco  and  Wanchese,  and  some  of 
their  "goldenweed"  back  to  England  and  gave 
Elizabeth  the  first  authentic  tidings  of  her  new 
western  empire. 

Raleigh  during  the  next  few  years  prepared  and 
sent  out  several  expeditions  which  reached  the  Caro- 
lina coast,  and  spent  much  time  seeking  gold,  each 
finally  returning  to  England. 
His  last  venture  consisted  of  men,  women,  and  children  equipped  with  such  cattle  and  imple- 
ments as  were  necessary  to  begin  farming.  This  colony,  which  landed  on  Roanoke  Island,  suf- 
fered complete  extinction  in  an  unknown  manner.  When  ships  returned,  after  two  years,  no  trace 
remained  of  the  colony  except  a  few  broken  pieces  of  armor  and  the  word  "Croatan"  carved  on 
an  oak.  This  word  continues  to  conjure  up  romance  and  speculation  about  the  fate  of  the  "Lost 
Colony,"  and  particularly  about  one  of  its  members,  Virginia  Dare,  the  first  native  English  child 
in  the  New  World,  born  August  18,   1587.

State's  taking  a  leading  part  in  declaring  independence  from  the 
mother  country  and  in  the  revolutionary  struggle  thereafter. 

In  May,  1775,  in  Mecklenburg  County,  the  people  met 
and  passed  formal  resolutions,  denying  the  authority  of  the 
crown  and  looking   toward  independence   from  England. 

A  convention  of  representatives  of  all  counties  throughout 
North  Carolina  met  at  Halifax  in  April,   1776. 

The  battles  of  Camden,  Cowpens,  Kings  Mountain,  and 
Guilford  Court  House  were  fought  in  the  Carolinas. 

While    General    Greene    was    destroying    Rawdon    and    his 

British  army  at  Eutaw  Springs  in  the  South,  Washington  with 

his  army  was  closing  in  on  Cornwallis  at  Yorktown.     The  end 

had  come.      The  remnants  of  Cornwallis'   fine  army  of  British  regulars  were  unable  to  engage  in  a 

set  battle,  and  he  surrendered.      The  hope  of  Mecklenburg.   Halifax   and   Philadelphia   had   found 

its  realization. 

Out  of  this  sturdy  American  stock,  Scotch.  English  and  German,  and  these  early  struggles, 
came  a  race  of  typical  Americans,  self-reliant,  energetic,  yet  kindly  and  courteous  withal.  As  practi- 
cally no  immigration  has  occurred  in  North  Carolina  since  pre-revolutionary  days  the  percentage  of 
native  Americans  in  the  State,  over  99' 2  7'"  ■  is  not  surprising,  although  it  is  often  marvelled  at  by 
those  coming  from  the  States  where  the  foreign-born  arc  numerous  or  even  predominant. 

The  fascination,  as  well  as  satisfaction,  of  living  in  the  thoroughbred  American  atmosphere 
and  amid  the  natural  comforts  of  North  Carolina  is  today  making  many  thousands  of  true  Amer- 
icans not  only  play  and  linger  along  its  coasts,  in  the  pines,  the  Piedmont,  or  Land  of  the  Sky, 
but  seek  residence,   homes  and  employment   in  every  section  of  this  diversified  State. 
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Transportation  Development 

ONG  before  the  great  "iron  horse"  followed  the  trail 
of  the  setting  sun  across  the  western  prairies,  North 
Carolina  had  a  network  of  rails  connecting  its  prin- 
cipal cities  and  towns  and  connecting  them  with  the 
outside  world.  The  State  early  saw  the  value  of 
such  service  to  commerce  and  industry  and  even  built 
needed  links  with  State  funds.  Today  it  owns 
valuable    rail    properties    which   arc   profitably    leased

Airways  is  a  word  that  the  State  is  rapidly 
learning  to  appreciate.  This  is  most  appropriate  since 
the  airplane  was  first  flown  by  the  Wright  brothers  on  the  North  Carolina  sands  at  Kitty  Hawk. 
A  memorial  motor  road  takes  the  visitor  to  this  interesting  quarter  of  the  State,  which  is  not  far 
from  the  spot  made  famous  by  the  birth  to  the  New  World  of  that  first  English  daughter,  Vir- 
ginia Dare,  of  Manteo,  Roanoke  Island, 

Night  lighted  airway  trunk-lines  for  the  Government  mail  service  traverse  the  State,  form- 
ing links  in  the  great  North  and  South  airlines  from  New  York  to  New  Orleans  and  Florida.  The 
Federal  Government  air  service  notes  airports  at  North  Carolina  cities  as  follows:

HE  State  highway  program,  which  has  caused  North 
Carolina  to  be  known  as  the  "Good  Roads  State," 
was  begun  in  1921.  The  Legislature  in  that  year 
passed  an  act  providing  for  a  State  Commission  of 
ten  business  men:  also  for  the  taking  over  by  the 
State  for  construction  and  maintenance  6,200  miles 
of  roads  connecting  the  county  scats  and  principal 
towns.  The  present  system  is  comprised  of  nearly 
8,000  miles.  This  new  law  carried  a  bond  issue  of 
$50,000,000  to  be  used  for  construction.  It  also 
provided  for  a  tax  on  gasoline,  together  with  revenue 
from  automobile  licenses,  to  be  used  for  maintenance 
and  the  retirement  of  the  bonds.  Frank  Page  has 
been  chairman  of  the  Commission  from  its  inception. 
Since  1921,  North  Carolina  has  made  a  greater 
ratio  of  progress,  socially,  agriculturally,  and  indus- 
trially than  any  other  State  in  the  Union. 
In  addition  to  our  purely  physical  advancement,  we  have  stressed  spiritual  values  and  have 
interpreted  our  progress  in   terms  of  human  service.

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A  MODERN  System  of  improved  Highways  has  Given  Impetus  to  North  Carolina  s  Development 
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Smooth  Roads  and  Beautiful  Bridges  Delight  the  Motorist  in  North  Carolina 
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Water  Power  Development 

HE  electric  energy  generated  by  the  waters 
of  North  CaroHna  constitutes  a  valuable 
asset  that  adds  materially  to  the  attractive- 
ness of  the  State  as  "a  good  place  to  live." 
The  scope  of  the  benefits  of  water 
power  to  North  Carolina  can  be  appre- 
ciated by  knowing  that  the  income  from 
one  great  perpetual  endowment  is  to  be 
applied  to  uses  such  as  these:  "A  portion 
to  Duke  University  at  Durham.  A  like 
portion  to  every  hospital  in  the  two  Caro- 
linas  not  operated  for  private  gain.  A  per- 
centage each  year  to  all  the  orphanages — both  white  and  colored — of  the  two  States: 
another  part  to  support  certain  colleges  and  universities  for  both  races  and  a  portion 
for  the  pension  and  support  of  ministers  of  the  Gospel.  Provision  is  also  made  for 
the  building  up  and  extension  of  the  supporting  water-power  development  itself  so 
that  it  shall  be  adequate  to  meet  the  growing  needs  both  of  industry  and  of  those 
social  agencies  which  depend  upon  it." 
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Cheap  Electric  Power  in  North  Carolina  has  Made  Life  Attractive  and  Industrial  Development  Easy 
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Some  Outstanding  Facts 

TEN-THOUSAND  horse-power  plant,  completed 
in  North  Carolina  in  1905.  has  grown  by  leaps 
and  bounds  until  the  statistics  of  the  hydro  and 
steam  electric  plants  of  the  State  show  the  following 
significant  facts: 

North  Carolina  is  credited  with  more  potential 
water-power  which  can  be  developed  than  any  other 
Eastern  State  except  New  York. 

North  Carolina  has  approximately  900,000 
developed  horse-power,  or  more  hydro  power  than 
any  State  in  the  Union  with  the  exception  of  New 
York  in  the  East  and  California  and  Oregon  in  the 
West. 

North  Carolina  projects  now  under  construc- 
tion will  increase  the  State's  developed  power  to 
nearly  one  million  and  a  half  horse-power,  a  com- 
manding position   indeed. 

Over  85'/c  of  the  counties  of  North  Carolina 
are  served  with  electric  energy  sufficient  for  manufacturing  purposes  from  the  network  of  trans- 
mission lines  of  over  six  thousand  miles.  Over  one  hundred  cities,  towns  and  villages  in  North 
Carolina  are  connected  and  benefiting  by  this  colossal  servant  of  present-day  industry  and  home 
life.      Practically   every   North   Carolina   commmunity  is  supplied  with  electric  power  for  home  use. 


North  Carolina's  Hvdro-Electric  Plants  Can  Develop  Almost  a  Million  Horsepower  of  Energy 
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Banks,  Newspapers,  Civic  Bodies 

HE   banks  of  North   Carolina   have  shown   a   steady   gain 
until  now  their  assets  are  more  than  $550,000,000. 

The  convenience  and  stability  of  the  529  banks, 
and  their  branches,  both  State  and  National,  which 
bcncficiallv  serve  every  locality  of  the  State,  are  equal 
to  those  of  any  part  of  the  country  at  large.  A  few 
of  the  many  attractive  banking  buildings  in  large  and 
small  North  Carolina  cities  and  towns  arc  herewith 
pictured. 

The  newspapers  of  North  Carolina  have  consis- 
tently placed  before  the  State's  three  million  people 
the  facts  upon  which  its  remarkable  progress  has  been 
established.  This  attitude  of  the  newspapers  has  been 
instrumental  in  building  up  a  community  or  State 
consciousness  that  is  unsurpassed  in  the  country.  Thus 
the  people  arc  enabled  to  follow  the  trend  of  events  and  watch  the  development  of  their 
communities. 

Among  the  38  dailies  and   163  weeklies,  the  State  has  many  nationally  known  publications. 
The  population  is  not  congregated  in  great  cities  and  the  circulation  of  some  dailies  is  one-third 
more  than  that  of  the  population  of  the  cities  where  they  are  issued,  demonstrating  the  close  ties 
and   equality   between    the   cities   and    the   surrounding 
rural  districts. 

Eighty-two  cities,  towns  and  counties  in  North 
Carolina  maintain  Chambers  of  Commerce,  which  fur- 
nish service  and  information  for  the  good  of  their 
localities.  These  have  wide-a-wake  officers  and  effi- 
cient corps  of  trained  executives  and  workers,  who  are 
ever  at  the  command  of  those  in  need  of  local  informa- 
tion or  statistics. 

Hunting,  city  and  country  clubs,  are  to  be  found 
in  every  community,  many  of  them  having  nation-wide 
reputations  for  hospitality,  comfort  and  sports.  Ro- 
tary, Kiwanis,  Civitan,  Lions,  historical,  fraternal, 
military,  women's  and  other  friendly  organizations 
abound  in  the  cities  and  towns.  Church  societies, 
Y.  "W.  C.  A.'s,  Y.  M.  C.  A,'s  and  Boy  and  Girl  Scout 
organizations  care  for  the  young  folks  of  each  com- 
munity or  of  its  visitors.  The  social  life  of  the  State 
is  one  of  the  best. 
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Many  North  Carolina  Banks  are  Housed  in  Imposing  Buildings 
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For  Convenience  and  Pleasure 

HE  extent  to  which  the  towns  and  cities  build  and  support 
first  class,  modern  hotels  is  a  matter  of  gratification  to  the 
State  as  a  whole.  Motorists  overtaken  by  nightfall,  on  the 
State's  splendid  highways,  are  always  within  reach  of  a  com- 
fortable place  to  lodge. 

There  are  located  in  the  State  more  than  300  theatres 
and  places  where  motion  picture  films  are  shown.  These 
theatres  and  halls  are  valued  at  $15,000,000,  or  an  average 
of  close  to  $48,000  each,  and  employ  more  than  2,000 
persons,  whose  weekly  payroll  averages  over  $300,000  or 
$15,000,000  in  a  year. 

The  capacities  of  five  of  the  leading  theatres  of  the  State 
are:    (1)  seats  3,000,  cost  $1,000,000;    (2)  seats  2.000,  cost 
$600,000,  plays  the  best  vaudeville  and  pictures,  has  a  ten- 
piece    orchestra;     (3)    seats    1,590,    ten-piece    orchestra,    vaudeville    and    pictures,    cost    $750,000; 
(4)    seats    1,600,    plays   vaudeville   and   pictures,   cost  about  half  a   million:    (5)    seats   750,    cost 
$200,000,  plays  the  best  of  all  kinds  of  attractions. 

The  shopper  can  purchase  as  economically  in  North  Carolina  as  in  any  other  State.  This  is 
due  to  the  the  fact  that  practically  every  necessary  household  article  is  manufactured  within  the 
State  and  can  be  transported  conveniently  and  at  a  moderate  cost.  Not  only  the  nation-wide 
"chains,"  selling  all  classes  of  merchandise,  are  found  in  practically  every  center  in  the  State,  but 
well-equipped  independent  stores  carrying  most  desirable  merchandise.  These  are  sometimes  joined 
together   in  partnership  or  by   buying   arrangements   covering   the   State. 

The  clean  and  attractive  physical  aspect  which  is  the  stores'  first  recommendation,  is  plainly 
illustrated  herewith. 

Libraries  are  generously  supplied  to  all  localities  through  State,  city,  religious  and  private 
agencies.  The  first  State  library  was  destroyed  in  1831  when  the  former  Capitol  building  was 
burned,  but  the  present  one  now  contains  60,000  volumes.  The  public  libraries  of  the  State  contain 
about  300,000  volumes  and  are  generally  located  at  the  county  seats  or  in  traveling  libraries. 
Many  counties  provide  literary  facilities  for  their  rural  residents. 

The  Natural  History  Museum  and  the  Hall  of  History,  located  in  the  State  government 
buildings  adjacent  to  the  Capitol  Square.  Raleigh,  are  well  worth  a  visit.  These  are  the  chief 
museums  of  the  State,  although  interesting  collections  and  exhibitions  of  historical  and  natural  ob- 
jects are  maintained  in  various  cities  and   towns.

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STATE  which  manifests  a  persistently  aggressive  interest 
in  the  advancement  of  education  is  most  certainly  a 
good  place  in  which  to  live.  In  the  twentieth  century 
North  Carolina  has  achieved  rapid  progress  in  the  field 
of  education. 

In  1900,  the  total  annual  expenditures  for  public 
schools  amounted  to  $1,062,304;  in  1926-27,  the  total 
public  school  expenditures  amounted  to  $36,701,501. 
In  1900,  the  total  amount  spent  for  current  ex- 
penses in  the  public  schools  amounted  to  $1,004,903: 
in  1926-27,  the  total  sum  spent  was  $25,565,974. 

In  1900,  the  total  value  of  all  public  school  prop- 
erty in  North  Carolina  amounted  to  $1,097,564  and  in 
1928  had  increased  to  approximately  $100,000,000; 
an  increase  of  nearly  one  hundred  fold. 

In  1900,  the  average  value  per  school  house  in  North 
Carolina  was   $159,   which  arose  in    1926   to  $12,180. 
The  average   monthly   salary  paid   each   teacher   in 
1900  was  $23.46  as  compared  with  $103.78  in   1925. 

The  average  school  term  in  days  has  increased  during  the  period  1900-1926  from  70.8  days 
to  146.5  days. 

In  1900  the  total  school  enrollment  in  North  Carolina  was  400,452  pupils;  in  1926, 
818,739  pupils  were  enrolled  in  the  public  schools  of  this  State — 81,000  in  the  public  high 
schools.     There  are  also  90  private  high  schools  with  4,000  pupils  therein. 

Since  1900  the  number  of  teachers  in  the  public  schools  has  increased  from  8.320  to  23.128. 
Two-thirds  of  the  4,000  high  school  teachers  are  college  graduates. 

The  total  number  of  consolidated  schools  with 
five  or  more  rooms  was  657  in  1926.  Over  2,300 
motor  trucks  are  transporting  100,000  pupils  to  and 
from  large  consolidated  schools.  During  the  school 
year  1925-26  North  Carolina  ranked  third  among 
the  States  in  number  of  school  busses  and  children 
transported,  and  second  among  the  States  according 
to  number  of  miles  of  route. 

North  Carolina  has  from  the  very  beginning 
assumed  higher  education  to  be  a  function  of  the 
State.  The  original  State  Constitution  provided  for 
the  maintenance  of  a  State  University,  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  was  the  first  of  such  insti- 
tutions in  the  country  to  open  its  doors. 
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The  State  maintains  five  institutions  of  higher  learning  for  negroes  and  the  following  institu- 
tions for  whites:  University  of  North  Carolina.  Chapel  Hill;  The  North  Carolina  College  for 
Women,  Greensboro:  North  Carolina  State  College.  Raleigh:  East  Carolina  Teachers  College.  Green- 
ville: Appalachian  State  Normal  School,  Boone,  anci  the  Cullowhee  State  Normal  School,  Cul- 
lowhee.  In  addition  to  the  State-owned  institutions  already  mentioned,  there  are  thirty-two  pri- 
vately endowed  institutions  of  higher  learning  for  whites  and  seven  for  colored.  Among  the  well 
known  private  institutions  in  the  State  are  Duke  University,  Davidson  College,  Wake  Forest 
College,  Elon  College,  Guilford  College,  Flora  MacDonald  College,  Meredith,  Peace,  St.  Mary's, 
Queen's,  Salem  and  Louisburg. 

Citizens  of  North  Carolina  are  energetically  and  persistently  seeking  to  enrich  their  existing 
educational  opportunities. 

The  atmosphere  of  reverence  can  only  be  appreciated  by  being  enjoyed.  Some  of  North 
Carolina's  beautiful  churches  are  herewith  pictured  and  new  ones  are  being  continually  added. 
They   represent   all   creeds. 

The  ever-varying  houses  of  the  home-like  communities  of  this  uniquely  varied  State  run  from 
the  majestic  Southern  Colonial  homestead  and  the  impressive  mansions  of  North  Carolina  stone, 
through  the  almost  endless  variety  of  comfortable   modern   houses,   cottages   and   bungalow   types. 

Possibly  one  of  the  most  surprising  and  pleasing  angles  of  home  building  or  buying  in  North 
Carolina  is  its  unusually  low  cost.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  they  can  be  built  from  the  easily 
obtained  pine,  hardwood,  brick  and  other  materials  produced  and  economically  handled  in  almost 
all  sections  of  the  State  by  the  effective  native  labor.     Home  building  is  very  active. 

Whether  it  be  at  the  seashore  or  coastal  plains,  the  soothing  Southern  pines,  the  active  up- 
lands, or  the  majestic  mountain  regions,  you  are  cordially  invited  to  come  and  enjoy  the  matchless 
hospitality  and  comforts  of  North  Carolina.

This  "evenly  balanced  State."  as  it  has  been  called, 
furnishes  adequate  opportunities  for  making  a  living  in 
its  cities,  in  its  prosperous  towns,  villages,  and  in  its  rural 
districts.  North  Carolina's  distinctive  mode  of  living,  in 
uncongested  cities  and  towns  and  in  the  country,  is  made 
possible,  as  in  no  other  State  in  the  Union,  by  the  un- 
rivalled facilities  of  its  network  of  railroads,  fine  high- 
ways and  super-power  distribution   systems. 

It  has  been  claimed  that  North  Carolina  has  a  greater 
proportion  of  its  population  located  in  prosperous,  attrac- 
tive towns  of  five  thousand,  or  less,  population  than  any 
other  up-to-date,  industrial  State  in  the  Union.  The 
rural  districts  are  almost  equally  blessed  with  super 
communincations  and  conveniences  which  are  tending  to 
diversify  farms  and  add  to  the  State's  two  great  staple 
crops  of  cotton  and  tobacco.

The  increase  in  the  importance  of  manufacturers  in  North  Carolina  in  the  last  decade  is  spec- 
tacular. Statistical  deductions  are  illuminating  and  interesting  and  a  few  are  given  herewith.  Even 
omitting  the  smaller  establishments,  as  has  been  done  in  the  U.  S.  Census  figures  subsequent  to  1919, 
North  Carolina,  in  number  of  wage  earners,  dollars  of  wages  and  cost  of  material  and  value  of 
product,   shows  heavy   gains. 

The  number  of  wage  earners  for  1925  is  nearly  one-third  greater  than  that  recorded  in  the 
1912  census.  The  amount  of  wages  paid  increased  nearly  two  hundred  per  cent  in  the  same  period; 
the  cost  of  materials  entering  into  manufacture  jumped  around  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  per  cent. 


Those  Seeking  Diversion  Will  Find  Many  and  Varied  Recreational  Facilities 
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North  Carolina's  Industrial  Expansion  has  been  Quickened  bv  Super  Communication 
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ERHAPS  it  has  been  the  State's  fine  railways  and  its  effective 
industrial  and  agricultural  departments:  it  may  have  been 
the  splendid  State  and  county  highways,  or  the  mobile  power 
or  evenly  distributed  population  or  all  of  them  combined, 
but  agriculture  in  North  Carolina,  in  addition  to  the  big 
money  crops,  is  becoming  highly  diversified  and  successful, 
wherever  such  new  fields  arc  earnestly  cultivated.  The  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  Conservation  Department,  College 
Extension  activities,  farm  federations  and  cooperative  associa- 
tions, have  been  and  will  be  a  great  help  in  extending  these 
desirable  results.  To  illustrate  the  splendid  opportunities  in 
North  Carolina  to  make  a  good  living  we  cite  some  interesting 
facts  about  income  derived  from  diverse  agricultural  sources. 
(A)  At  Hot  Springs,  there  is  a  farm  of  four  acres 
which,  prior  to  putting  through  an  improved  road,  pro- 
duced little  more  than  enough  to  support  the  farmer  and 
his  family  who  lived  on  it.  Last  year  they  not  only  lived 
well  from  it,  but  cleared  $2,200  in  cash  by  marketing 
at  their  front  gate  the  fruit  and  vegetables  they  produced. 

(B)  Another  farmer,  operating  a  farm  of  200  acres  at  Swannanoa,  has  been  clearing  $25  a 
day  for  the  summer  and  fall  from  the  surplus  produced  on  his  farm.  Here  the  market  has  no 
attendant  but  is  conducted  on  the  honor  system  and  the  owner  claims  never  to  have  lost  a  cent. 
Prices  are  indicated  and  the  buyer  makes  his  own  change. 

(C)  There  are  now  29  curb  markets  in  different  cities  at  which  the  farmers  sell  annually 
nearly  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  worth  of  surplus  produce  from  the  farm.  A  few  years  ago 
there  were  only  two  or  three  of  these  markets,   and  these  only  in  the  larger  cities.

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North  Carolina's  Fertile  Soil  and  Mild  Climate  Make  Diversified  Farm  Activities  Profitable 
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North  Carolina's  Soil  is  Peculiarly  Adapted  to  the  Growing  of  Cotton  and  Corn 


in  shipping  carload  after  carload  of  poultry,   eggs,   hogs,  fruits,  and  vegetables  that  formerly  were 
not  grown  for  sale  outside  the  State  and,  in  addition,  amply  supplying  the  local  markets. 

(E)  Roadside  markets  and  city  curb  markets  have  stimulated  the  growing  of  truck  produce 
on  the  farms  and  arc  the  outlet  for  the  farm  surplus.  The  farm  women  are  the  merchandisers 
of  this  surplus  and  with  this  ready  cash  are  putting  modern  conveniences  into  their  homes,  dressing 
themselves  and  their  children  better,  painting  their  houses,  and  beautifying  their  premises,  with 
a   resultant  benefit   to   the   whole  community. 

All  sections  of  the  State  benefit  from  the  prolific  soil  and  generous  rainfall:  Eastern  Carolina's 
wonderful  bright  belt  tobacco,  the  greatest  in  the  world,  as  well  as  its  enormous  peanut  industry: 
the  central  section's  commanding  cotton  and  truck  district  and  the  west's  potato  and  grain  crops. 
The  leading  orchard  fruits  in  North  Carolina  are  the  apple  and  the  peach.  While  these  fruits 
can  be  grown  in  many  sections  of  the  State,  the  production  of  apples  for  commercial  purposes  is 
largely  confined  to  Western  and  Central  North  Carolina.  This  wonderful  region  of  valley,  pla- 
teau, and  mountainside  is  one  of  the  finest  apple  regions  in  the  United  States,  and  should  become 
one  of  the  greatest  in  America. 

The  "Sand  Hills"  section  is  located  in  the  south  central  part  of  North  Carolina  running  from 
near  Raleigh,  southwards  to  the  State  line,  and    is    one    of    the    finest    fruit    belts    of    the    United 

States.  This  is  an  undulating  plateau  three  hundred  to  seven  hun- 
dred feet  above  sea  level  and  dipping  into  the  stream  bottoms. 
Throughout  this  "Sunshine"  fruit  belt  there  exists  a  sandy  loam  type 
of  soil  that  is  peculiarly  advantageous  to  the  production  of  peaches, 
dewberries,  strawberries  and  grapes. 

There  are  hundreds  of  acres  exclusively  devoted  to  these  fruits. 
Apples,  plums,  cherries,  blackberries,  Japanese  persimmons,  figs  and 
other  fruits  are  most  prolific  east  of  the  Piedmont  region. 

Watermelon  and  cantaloupe  production  for  shipping  to  North- 
ern markets  is  one  of  the  most  important  trucking  industries  of 
Eastern  North  Carolina.  Carloads  shipped  in  1927  were:  Water- 
melons 1,085,  and  cantaloupes  605,  For  Northern  markets  the  small 
early  varieties  of  cantaloupes,  such  as  the  Netted  Gem  or  Rocky  Ford, 
are  grown  in  abundance. 
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'ITH  its  wonderful  and  varied  climate,  long  growing 
season,  highly  adaptable  soils.  North  Carolina's 
fruits  and  vegetables  are  destined  to  become  to  the 
East  what  California's  are  to  the  Pacific  Coast.  The 
economic  advantages  of  comparatively  cheap  lands 
and  close  proximity  to  good  marketing  centers  make 
horticultural  development  an  alluring  opportunity. 

North  Carolina  also  evidences  good  earning 
opportunities  in  cattle,  hogs  and  sheep,  dairying, 
creameries  and  poultry  raising. 

The  true  value  of  property  in  the  State  has  multiplied  eight  times  since  1900, 
while  the  value  of  the  entire  country  was  increasing  by  only  four  times. 

As  in  any  community  which  is  growing  in  every  sense  of  the  word.  North 
Carolina  offers  unusual  opportunity  to  make  "a  good  living" — or  as  much  more 
than  that  as  your  ambition  and  ability  can  accomplish. 
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
